The HISTORY of 


JUDAS ISCARIOT. 


CHAP.1I. Of his Parents. 


H E father of Judas was one Macabeus, 

a worthy merchant, being of the tribe of 
Iflachar, who was betrothed to one Bernice, 
a beautiful and rich maiden, living at He- 
rapolis: after the nuptials was ſolemnized, 
after the Jewiſh cuſtom, he brought his ſpouſe 
nome to Joppa, his own habitation, where 
they lived very happily together, and ſhe foon 
after conceived: but one night ſhe dreamed, 
that the child ſhe then went with, ſhould be 
that perfidions wretch, who, accordiug to the 
ſeveral prophecies of the prophets, ſhould be- 
tray the bleiled Lord and Saviour of the 
world, which frightful dream ſo difturbed 
her in her fleep, that that ſhe was very reſtleſs 
inſomuch, that ſhe awaked her huſband in a 
very great ſweat, and grievous agony ; and 
being much troubled at her perturbation of 
mind, asked what it was that had fo affright- 
ed her. in her ſlcep, to whom the replied, 
weeping bitterly, That in a dream it was re- 
vealed to her, that the child was now in her 
womb, that ſhould bring upon their happy Rate. 
and proſperity, a great deal of miſery and 
trouble, in that it {ſhould be the perfon who 
was to fulfil the predictions of betraying the 
Lord 
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Lord of life and glory, for which treacheious 
deed, a moſt heavy judgment would lie upon 
his head. At this narration the father was 
as much troubled as the mother, who, aſter a 
tedious conſultation, in fo great an exegency, 
coneluded to prevent this omnious dream by 
deſtroying the child, as ſoonas born. 


CH A P. II. The Birth of Judas. 


NO when Bernice's ſull time was come, 
that ſhe ſhould be delivered, ſhe brought 
forth a fon, which was two years before the 
birth of a Saviour, and according to Birchlet's 
compulation, was in the year of the world 
1969, the child was very beautiſul, and of a 
lively aſpect, and by its comely features was 
{» triamphing over the parents tragical dream, 
that they in a manner repented of what they 
had conſulted to do; however, to avert the 
1dgment thrt hung over its head, in caſe it 
thould live to grow up, and betray the Sa- 
viour of the world, a it wasomniouſlypreſaged 
to its mother, his parents were afrelh bent on 
cheir inhuman reſolution : whereupon, a box 
was provided for that purpoſe, and being 
brought to them, as they were putting the 
child into it, the innocent ſmiles from the 
child drew tears from the father and ap 
| he

who kifted him, and nailed him up, and by a 
f:1thful ſerrant, whom they could entruſt, it 
was conveyed privately to a river and thrown 
in. Now ü to conccal the intended murder, 
the parents, after baptiſm pretended they had 
{ent it to nurle afar off, and about a month or 
(wo aiterwards gave it out he was dead, and 
ieemingly ſhewed a grief, for the loſs of their 
infant, which ſo blinded the eyes of their 
triends and relations, that there was never 
any further enquiry made about it, for they 
(wing marricd, and in a xouriſhing condition, 
zble to meintain children, with other circum - 
ſtances made them ſuppoſe no otherwiſe, 
that they had reported it, however, the cicr- 
na! decree of the Moſt High cannot be f:. 
trated, their intent of ids deſtroyin te 
inſant, could not avert the eternal purpoic cf 
what God had ordered to come to paſs, . 
although the parents of Judas thought he ha 
been drowned, yet it happened otherwile, for 
one Valerius, a Roman counſellor, king of the 
iſland of Iſcariot, who having buil: a large and 
{pacious houſe on a mountain, near the bank 
ot a river, that he might behold the ſhips ſail- 
ing, ſpied a little cheſt, floating upon the ri- 
ver, and ſuppoſing ſome ihip had been caſt a- 
way, {ent a boat to pick it up: no ſooner was 
i brought to him and opened, but to their 
great 
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great ſurprize they found an infant, wrappetb 
in ſoft garments, the cheſt was lined with eil- 
cloth, with ſome food in it, that if it camo 
ſafe to hand, it might be preſerved, and on 
his breaſt was written, young Judas is my 
name, to which was added Iſcariot, the name 
of the ifland where he was ſaved, but from 
whence he came, or whom he belonged to. 
they knew not, however anurſe was provided, 
and a ſtrict charge given to be very tender over 
him. In a ſhort time aſter, the child waxed 
{trong and healthful, and had a very beautiful 
complexion, which indeed rejoiced«the mo— 
narch's heart, ſo that when he became five 
vears old, he took the child home, put him to 
ſchool, and made as much of him, as his own 
fon, for he had a winning behaviourand coun- 
tenance, which inticed every one to love and 
reſpect him. 


CHAP. III. The Education and Preferment 
of Judas ; and how unfortunately he killed the 
King's Son. REY 

JUDAS being put to ſchool, his inclination 

J to learning, excited the prince who found 
him, to ſpare no coſt for a liberal education, 
inſomuch, that he profited very much in good 
hterature, being extraerdinarily well skilled - 

che 
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the Greek and Latin tongues, and well read 
in philoſophy and mathematics, and having 
compleated his juvenile ſtudies, he was be 
loved by all the prieſts and nobility, ſo that 
the king made him a companion for his own 
ſon, and when he arrived at years, he made 
him one of his council, and at lad, made him 
his only favourite, he advanced him to the 
greateſt places of honour and profit; in which 
plaees he became not a little rich, and by his 
gentle converſation got a great deaf of credit 
and reputation wherever he came, beſides 
having great in ſluence over Valerius in his af- 


fairs, he got a great deal of honour and fame, 


in ſoliciting for the people in bufineſs, re- 
lating to his majeſty's juriſdiction, in which 
he was very ſucceſsful. But with all this Ju- 
das could not tell his origin, for hitherto, 
which now was about twenty years, he could 
not tell his parents, where he was born, nor 
how Valerius came to be his foſter-father; 
however, for this tenderneſs in bringing him 
up, from a meer infant, to thoſe years, he was 
very obliging and dutiful to him, this greatly 
won the affection of Valerius. It ſo happencd, 
that the King's ſon and he going to a merri— 
ment out of town, they happened to have ſome 
difference, which they both reſented, and 
werds zriſing, they drew their truſty ſwords, 

made. 
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made of the fineſt five!, and making ſome 
paſtes zs cach other, the king's ſon was {ain 
and there left, weltering in his blood, won 
which he made lis efcape on board a Hip ard 
arrived at Joppa, where his parents lived. 


CHAP- TV: Hew Icu das was intreated to write 
{tc a Ge..tleman, and how unfortunately he killed 
Macabeus, his own Father. 


UDAS lived not long without a place, for 

being both tall and handſome, he was per- 
ſvaded by 2 gentleman to be his footman, 
where he liayed ſome time, when he commit- 
ted another moſt henious crime, which hap- 
pened thus: The gentleman's lady having 
been walking, not far from her own habita- 
tion, for the benefit of the air, ſhe ſplel a 
lofty building, very pleaſantly ſituated, near 
a pleaſant ſpring, with fine gardens, curious 
orchards, and abundance of all forts of fruit- 
trees, loaded with the moſt pleaſant fruit ſhe 
had ever ſeen, ſhe being defirous of ſome of 
the fruit, called Judas, and gave hum money 
to buy her ſome; he accordingly went to the 
place, but refolved to ſteal fome of them, and 
keep the money for himſelf, ſo getting over 
the wall into the orchard, he was eſpied by 


the gentleman, who was his own father, who

wont to ſecure him, at which they Went to 
„es, and Judas getting the old man under, 


bed him, and left him bleeding on the 


ound. Heno ſooner committed this inhu— 
mon murder, than he {led from his habitation 
nd wandered about like a vagabond, upon 
the face of the carth. 


CHAP. V. Judas returning in @ yea) $ time to 
Teppa, went and courted lis own Mother and 
married her ; ani how ſhe knew him to be her 


own Son, by the mark jhe had percervedat his 
Birth. 


BOUT a year's time, after Judas return- 

ed to Joppa, and finding that he was 

not known in chat town, ſettled himſelf to 
buſineſs, and gained the eſteem and love of 
moſt people, and was of very great Tepute, 
baving given himſelf another name. His 
father whom he nad {lain, had been dead 
above a year, he went and courted the wi- 
dow, which was his own. mother, who gave 
him encouragement, and a little time after, 
gave her conſent to be his lawful bride : the 
marriage rights being over, they lived toze- 
ther in love and great plenty, 'till one morn- 
ing he ariſing out of bed, and putting on a 
clean ſhirt, ſhe. to her great ſurprize, was aſto- 
nifled 


niched to behold the fatal crofs and gibbet, for 
by thoſe marks ile knew he muſt needs be her 
owa child, that was [cut alrift in the little 
cheſt; where upon ſhe examined from whence 
he came, who were his parents, and what was 
his name for, ſaid ili, when 1 bchold that 
croſs and gibbet, it puts me int mind that you 
are my child. Truly, my dear, I canuot tell 
who are my parents, or from whence I came; 
but he who they will, they were moſt unkind : 
for I was toſt into the ſea, and was taken up 
Ly a king on the coalt of Iſcariot; Judas was 
1 named by my unkind parents, to which the 
king added Iſcariot; 1 was greatly beloved by 
im, aud was made chief miniſter of ſtate: 
bat I unhappily killed his fon. From thence 
FT came to this town, where I was not long till 
I killed your huſband; and ſoon after I mar- 
Tied you: this is all the account I can give you. 
She, upon his very words, was confirmed of 
her ſappoſition, and immedaately burſt out 
Into tears, and from that time ſhe made a re- 
ſolution, by ſolemn vows, never to be con- 
cerned earneſtly with him again, and exhorted 
him to lead a new life; which, to all appear- 
ance, he did. His mother knowing within 
what fatal ills would befal him, did not ac- 
quaint him of his fatal doom, in betraying 
of the Son of God, They lived together till

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our bleſſed Saviour Jeſus Chriſt appeared on 
the carth.

CHAP. VI. Judas, being made an Apoſile, he- 
tra'ed lus Lord and Maſter JESUS CHRIST, 
and afterwards went and hanged himſelf. 

FTER this, Judas hearing of the fame of 
A our bleſſed Saviour Jeſus Chrilt, and 
having a remorſe of cor."cience for what 

he hed done in his life time, but more partt- 
cularly for the murder of his father; he, by 

his mother's perſuaſion, of deſiring him 10 

take up and amend, followed cur Saviour, and 

in proceſs of time became one of his apoltles, 
for it happened that Jeſus came that way, aud 
Judas ſeeing many of his miracles, and her- 
ing what he preached, mightily admired nis 
doctrine, and was ſo 2z:alous a profettor, that 
our Saviour admired him; although our blet- 
ſed Lord knew before, that he was to betiay 
and fell his life; yet he admitted him a diſci- 
ple: and when he bad choſen him twelve, to 

Le as it were the foundation of his church in 

future ages, he honoured them with the title 

of apoſtles, as being to be ſent to preach in 
his name, his goſpel throughout the world. 

And through his honour they had this ad- 

vancement above the reſt, in being as it were 

his diſciples, and living with him in the ſame 
| B 2 houſe. 
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houſe. Among theſe twelve was Judas Tc a- 
riot elected, who, above all the 1eft, corcie 
to carry the bag, or purſe, fur the luce of 
pinching the money; and foon ailtct our $7 
viour had made his choice, kc led them up to 
a mountain, being followed by a great . 
tude of people, and there made that fen. 
diſcourſe called the fer mon on the Anicugr. 
Matth. chap. v. vii. viii. 

Our Saviour having hnilhbed Dis many mi 
raculous works and great wendet, {Ur ile con 
fi ming all his „poll les, diſcipics, and other 
followers in the faith, and the time drawing 
near for a redemption of all loſt ftnners, by 
{i.cedins his moſt precious blood upon the 
crols, con:manded his dilcivles to prepare 
themfclves for the pallover, to which ſolemn 
fcalt it was but two days, and ſurthermore 
declared the great delire he had to celebrate it 
with them before he jaltituted the dirt ine 
ſupper. 

Ihe Redeemer of che world fat down ih 
them, and knowing what Judas had done, he 
ſaid, Verily one of you {hall betray me, at 

which words the apoſtles were very ſorrowſu], 
_ began every one to lay unto him, Lord, 
is it I? he ſaid, he that dippeth his hand with 
me in the diſh, the ſame all betray me; the 
ton of man gocth as it is written of him, but

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WIC Unto chat man by whom the ſea of man 
is betrayed; id ad been good for that man if 
he lad never been Pen Then Judas faid, 
in Her is it I aid unto him, thou halt

laid: and then | das I d no foower reccived 
Le oh, but the devil entered into him and 
n letc car Saviour and his d eciples and went 


to the Jeus. wh whom he barganct to betray 
lis Lord and Maſler for thirty pieces of ſilver 
vichall telling them that he whom he killed 

was le whom they ware to take; fo our Savi- 
var ſhortly after going into the Garden or Geth 
ſemane according to his uſual cuſtom to pray 
acer had done being exceeding aliiic.ed with 
grief he cometh unto, kis diſciples and fcund 
chem allcep, and faithunto Peter, What could 
ye not watch with me one hour watch & pray 
leſt ye enter into temption, the ſpeirt indeed 
is willing but the fleſh is weak. Then he went 
way the ſecond and third time, and prayed, 

Rying, O my Father, if this cup may not pals 
away from me except I drink thy will be done 
Then cometh ke to his diſciples and ſaid fleep 
on now and take your relt. behold the hour is 
at hand, and the Son of Man is betrayed into 
the hands of ſinners, riſe let us be going, be- 
zo ing, behold he is at hand that betrays me. 
Ile had no ſooner 


done 
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done ſpeaking to them, but Judas appeared at 
the head of a great number of people, armed 
with a great number of clubs and ſtaves, and 
boldly approached our Saviour, treacheroully 
kifſed him ſaying, hail, maſter, and Killed him. 
Our Lord replied, Judas, betrayeſt thou the 
Son of Man with a kiſs, and then went to 
meet thoſe that came to take him, aiking then 
whom they ſought with ſo powerful a voice, as 
made them fall to the ground, but nevertheleſs 
he ſurrendered himſelf to thoſe wickes peo- 
ples power, which God had given them. And 
though St. Peter drew his ſword, and cut off 
the earof Machus the high prieſt's ſervant. yet 
io far was our Saviour from making any  1e- 
ſiſtance, chat he inſtantly healed his wound, 
and reprimanded the Apoſtle. 

Our Saviour: then being ſecured in the 
hands of the Jews, his difciples fled from 
him and left him alone, fo being carried be— 
tore Annas, father-in-law to Caiphas, who 
was high prieſt that year, there the cheif 
prieits were aſſembled to form his accuſation, 
and to ſuborn falſe.witneſſes npon the occa- 
lon. At laſt two faiſe-witnelles came who 
ſwore chat our Saviour ſaid I am able to deſ- 
troy the temple of God and buidl it in three 
days. To which our Saviour made no de- 
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ence, but being afked art thou the ſon of the 
Bleſſed ? he anſwered and ſaid. I am: and ye 
ſhall ſee the ſon of man fitting on the right 
haud of power, and coming in the clouds of 
heaven. Then the high prieſt haviag heard is 
words, rent his clothes, and ſaid what nced 
we any further witnelles, ye have heard the 
blaſphemy, what think ye & they all condem- 
ned him gnilty of death; fo our Saviour being 
led to pilate, arrayed a verygorgeous robe, who 
would have him releaced, but the people cried 
out crucify him, and accordingly being ſent to 
mount calvary he was there crucified. 

This Judas was Sernamed Iſcariot, from a 
little town or iſland in Judea where he was 
found, and alſo from being caſt upon that 
coaſt, when he was throwa into the ſea to be 
drowned or elſe ſo called by the Evangeliff, 
to diſtingniſh him from Judas Lebbeas; who 
is the ſame with Thaddeus one of the twelve 
apoſtles. . ; | 

But after the diſmal tidings of Criſt's 
death and paſſion came to Judas Iſcariot's 
ears, he went and flung down the thirty pie- 
ces of ſilver he had of they Jews, and hanged 
himſelf likewiſe before he was cut down from 
the tree; his bowels burſt out of his belly. 
Thus wickedly lived and died the impious

ate l, and his Charged you may fee by nuchen- 
tic hiſtorians, with the murder of his repute ! 
brother, Ppaiegide with his father and init 
with bis own mytler moreover ſudas, who 
wis born in the rein of Auguſtus, han gad 
bimfelf, that he peri hed in the fifth year of 
G1ligular, we hall not riſe a doubt, altnronel: 
Anfenius diſcourſing the point, produces, the 
teſtmony of Thophylaci and Buthym vcas, 
that he died not by the Gallows but under 
a cart wheel; and Bzronius alſo d=-clares, tha: 
this vas the opinion of the Greeks, and 
derived as high as Paplas one of the diſciples 

of Joan : alth>ugh how hard is the expreſſion 
of St. Matthew reconc l able unto that of 
St. Peter, and that he pl:inly hanged him- 
ſelf with that falling head- ng he burſt aſun- 
der in the midſt, with many others as the 
learned Grotius plainly doth acknowledge 
and although as he urges the Greek word api- 
eaniro in St. Matthew, doth not only ſignify 
in ſpencion or a panacr illaqueation of birth, 
which. may drive from grief, deſpair, and 
deep deje*; tion of ſprrit, in which fence. it 
i; uſed ia Tobias concerning Sarah, whereas 
Juniut ſaith, Ita trifita elt, us flirangulationa 
Prome- 
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promeritur: ſo might 1: happen from horror in mind 
unto Judas. However theie be criticiims, we can- 
not be bound to adhere to human teſtimomes, but 
believe the fate of Judes to be according as the 
{-ripture delivers to us. 

1: here are thoſe who are ſo particular, that they 
acquaint us with the manner, and thut it was done 
with a cord, as Antiochus Laurenfs ; that it was 
done on a fig-tree at Beda. Some acquaint us 
with the time it was done, viz. the day aſter he had 
— the kiſs; ſo St. Chrytoſtom ſays in his firit 

omily ; but there are two, Buthymus and Occa- 
menius, that tell us, that the hanging did not 
kill him, but that either the rope broke, or he 
was cut down, and afterwards caſt himſelf head- 
long, as it is related in the Acts. 
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1IIE, LIFE AND DEATH OF 


PONTIUS PILA FE: 


Under whom our bleſſed Lord and Saviour JESUS 
| CHRIST ſuffered. 


ONTIUS PILATE came of worthy parents in 
the city of Rome, where he was born and brought 


up in a liberal education, and being preferred 


in the army for his ſignal ſervices abroad, in de- 
fence and honour of the Roman empire, he ſuc- 
ceeded Valerius Grotius in the preſidentſhip of 
Judea, where he reßded governor for eight years, 
and then in the eighth yearof his goverment Chriſt 


was delivered up to him by the Jewiſh rabble ; but 


he knowing that for envy they did accule him, he 
ſeemed the more willing to releaſe Chriſt, by aſk- 


ing them, would ye that I releaſe unto you Bar- 


rabas, or Jeſus which is called Chriſt? For it was 


a cuſtom for the governor to releaſe at the feaſt, 


a priſoner, whom they would. Moreover, when 
he was ſat down on the judgment ſeat, his wife 
ſent unto him, ſaying, hive thou nothing to do 
with that juſt man, for I have ſuffered many things 


this night in a dream, becaule of him; which meſ— 


ſenger made Pilate ſomewhat fearful and cautious 
and willing to reieaſe Chriſt, yet were the multi- 
tude more vehement for his crucifixion ; laying to 
Pilate, if thou let this man go, thou art not Cæſar's 
friend; whoſo maketh himſelf a 8 ſpeaketh a- 
gainſt Cæſar. At this threatening he de 


up to be crugified, and as he could prevail nothing, 
but rather a tumult was made, he took water and 
| waſhed 
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livered him 


E 

waſhed his hands before the multitude, faying, I 
am innocent in the blood of this juſt perion, ſee 
ye to it ; likewile Pilate wrote this title which was 
put upon his crols in Hebrew, Greek, and Litin, 
which writing was JESUS OF NAZARETH, 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

Two years after the death of our Saviour, (for 
killing the innocent Samaritans,) he was removed 
from his office by Vitellis, prelident of 8) ria, 2no- 
ther being inſtituted in his place, and was carried 

riſoner to Rome, to purge himſelf beiore the judg- 
ment ſeat of Cæſar, of the accuſations laid agiinit 
him by the Samaritans ; but before he arrived at 


Rome, Tiberius was dend, and Caius was conſti- 


tated in his place. It is likewile to be noted here, 
th t when Tiberius was al ve, he governed under 
the Romans, of the miracles of Chriſt, of his fame, 
and of his life and doings. Pilate's letter was 
ſhewn to the lenators, however, in the time of Ca- 
ligula. Herod the tetrach coming from Jewry to 
Rome, he was baniſhed by that emperor from 
Rome to Lugdinum, a tow. in France, and Pon- 
tius Tilate talling into di grace, he was reduced 
into ſuch miſeries and calamities, that he was very 
wretched in this world, and never ſatisfied in | is 
conſcience, which lo terrified him, for paſſing {en- 
tence upon the Son of Jeruſalem, that he often 
attempted to lay violent hands upon himſeif, but 
was prevented. Nevertheie:s the wrath of God 
purſued his troubled foul ; Pontius Pilate wander- 
ed to Siena in Italy, and being no longer ble to 
lurvive the tortures of his inſupport ble affli&ions, 
he there drowned himfelf in a lake which ſtill 


bears his name, and where he every year appears 


by the banks, in the judicial habit wherein he 
judged our Saviour ; but whatſoever man or wo- 
B 2 man 
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man happens to ſee this apparition, he or ſte with. 
thut year ſurely dies. Beſides, of ſuch wonderful 
niture is the water of that lake, if any perſon 
throws any thing into it, it ſwells ſo boiſteruus, 
that the water overilows its bounds, and it drowns 
a great part of the country, to the deſtruction of 
min avd beaſt; wherefore there is a law which 
fort,ids either man, woman, or child, to throw 
any thing into it upon pain of-death. Further- 
more it is to be noted, that in lels then three 
years alter the death of Pontius Pilate, his whole 
generation and family, By one untimely end or 
other, was entirely extin&t, fo implicable was the 
wrath of God, that totally extirpated the whole 
lineage of him and Judas, who had a hand in be- 
traving and condemning our Saviour off the earth, 
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Praiſe to GOD for our Redemption.
